MORGENTHAU BELIEVES BUDGET 
BALANCE WOULD BE “HEALTHY” 


Treasury Secretary's Testimony Before House 
Subcommittee on Appropriations In December 
Bares Proposal To Cut Expenses, Raise Taxes

United Press Staff Correspondent 


WASHINGTON, (lP—Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr. believes that a balanced bud- 
get would have a “very healthy” ef- 
fect on the country, it was revealed 
today. 

Morgenthau failed to indicate how 
a balance between government in- 
come and outgo might be achieved, 
but he suggested to a house appro- 
priations sub-committee that pub- 
lic works expenditures might be 
Slashed and taxes boosted, 

He proposed that the public debt 
limit be raised from the present 
statutory ceiling of $45,000,000,000 
to $50,000,000,000. President Roose- 
has forecast a public debt totaling 
more than $44,900,000,000 by June 
30, 1941. 


Morgenthau gave his testimony 
last December, three weeks before 
President Roosevelt submitted to 
Congress the 1941 budget forecast- 
ing a deficit of $2,270,000,000 ana 


to finance emergency national de- 
fense spending. 

Rep. Clarence J. McLeod, R., 
Mich., inquired whether the coun- 
try faced the danger of inflation if 
| the government's borrowing author- 
ity were permitted to exceed $50,- 
000,000,000. 

“Tam willing to say now, gentle- 
men,’”’ Morgenthau answered, “that 
“that there is no particular dan- 
ger involved if congress would raise 
the debt limit to $50,000,000,000.— 
| Beyond that I would not venture an 
| opinion.”

CONTINUING GAINS 
DURING DECEMBER 


Manager E. Ogden Hook of Bank 
of America here said Tuesday that 
continued gain in California and 
far western business is reflected in 
the business review for December 
just released by the bank’s analy- 
sis and research department. 

Bank of America’s business index 
rose to 78.9, a new high since Sep- 
tember, 1937. 

Building permits, for al Itypes of

This is a decline 
of five per cent from the previous 
month. But in home building, per- 
mits were valued at $9,320.000, a 
“less than seasonal” decline of six 
per cent from November, and a gain 
of 19 per cent over December, 1938. 

In retail trade, the California de- 
partment store sales index for De- 
cember advanced three per cent over 
November, and registered the same 
increase over December of the year 
before. 6 

New car sales in California total- 
led 21,337, five per cent higher than 
in November. i 

Farm value of California crops 
during 1939 turned out to have been 
better than was earlier anticipated. 
Quoting figures compiled by the 
California Cooperative Crops Re- 
porting Service, the review shows 
that the combined value of all crops 
reached $383,045,000. This is 12 per 
cent higher than in 1938, but still 
15 to 17 per cent lower than 1936 
and 1937.

And President Roosevelt, who start-

;nounces to Congress that every de- 
partment of government, except na- 
tional defense, had been cut and 
that prodigal spending must stop. 

There will be much faltering along 
the way, but America, having drift- 
ed far to the left and looked over 
the brink, is swinging back to the 
right. Farmers who have feared that 
they were soon to become another 
alphabetical division of the govern- 
ment can get back to tilling their 
land, with a fair degree of confi- 
dence that a booming bureaucracy 
won’t try to take them over. Tax- 
payers who had despaired of any 
relief from excessive tax increases 
can look forward to a fair degree of 
governmental retrenchment and ec- 
onomy—if they insist on securing it. 
And businesses and industries which 
have lived in fear and trembling of 
government emasculation may even 
hope (this hope is farther from re- 
alization) that political officehold- 
ers will finally decide that business 
men know more about business than 
politicians. 

Many commentators and analysts 
may feel that this prophesy is far 
too optimistic. Admittedly, it is pre- 
mature, for most of the changes 
either are just Starting, or are still 
to get under way. But among the 
people of California—and America 
—the sentiment for a return to nor- 
malcy already has crystallized. And 
the people of this Nation, when they 
really want somehing, can usually 
achieve it.

Vatican Appointment 
Recalls Pope’s Visit 
to Nation’s Capital

WASHINGTON'’S National Press 
club takes a great deal more than 
& mere news interest in Pope 
Pius XII. Its interest is personal. 

2a In fact, I believe 
that some of our 
members think 
we have an al- 
most  proprie- 
tary right in the 
Vatican’s pres- 
ent tenant. 

The idea is 
that, visiting in 
this country, as 
Eugenio Cardi- 
nal Pacelli, 
shortly before 
his elevation to 
the papal 
throne, his Holi- 
ness was entertained by the club at 
luncheon: He made aspeech to us. 
He also chatted informally with as 
many of us as could crowd close 
enough to feel that we actually 
were in conversation with him. Al- 
though he wasn’t pope then, he was 
suggested as a papal Possibility. 
We realized that, if he were elected, 
we'd be in a position to say that we 
eee him when”—at least a little 

ut. 

It’s quite a distinction today 
when, meeting an acquaintance 
who comments on the Vatican’s 
peace effort, one can remark casu- 
ally, “Oh yes, I lunched with the 
pope a& couple of years ago.” 

Even yet, an occasional promi- 
nent American is formally “pre- 
sented” to him, but only a limited 
number of us can truthfully relate 
that we exchanged the time of day 
with him in the National Press club 
lounge and afterward sat at the 
same table with him (or at an ad- 
joining table. anyway) while de- 
vouring luncheon. 

Absolutely Democratic 

Cardinal Pacelli (now Pope Pius 
XII) was as democratic on that oc- 
casion as any club guest it’s possi- 
ble to imagine. I don’t mean it in a 
disrespectful sense, but he’s a good 
“mixer.” 

His acquaintance with the Amer- 
ican language is excellent. He 
speaks English a trifle more pre- 
Clsely than the average Ameriran 
does, but, if he errs at all, it’s on 
the side of being slightly overly 
correct—not on the side of being 
a bit inaccurate. — 

The cardinal was papal secretary 
of state at the juncture I’m refer- 
ring to, and had been for quite 
a while previously. That is to say, 
he was trained in world affairs— 
world politics. He was an ideal se- 
lection for pope in the current con- 
dition of mundane disorganization. 
I don’t suppose there’s a govern- 
mental foreign minister on earth 
who has his all-around comprehen- 
sion of the whole situation. 

His post-luncheon speech at the 
National Press club was made 
many months before the outbreak 
of the 1939 war in Europe. Natur- 
ally he didn’t predict the coming 
calamity. Even if he foresaw it, he 
certainly wouldn’t have said so. All 
the same, it was obvious that he 
knew the outlook was bDilious. 

In short. he’s a competent diplo- 
mat—not the kind of a diplomat 
who stirs up trouble, but an inter- 
nationally pacific one. His pacifism 
is sensible. too; not the kind that 
can’t recognize realities. 

Certain critics have found fault 
with President Roosevelt for send- 
ing Myron Taylor to the Vatican to 
collaborate with Pius XII on a 
peace program. Their argument is 
that it involves a partnership be- 

| tween church and state. I can’t 
see this. It seems to me that the 
White House made an admirable bid 
for a non-partisan peace helper 

And I speak as one who met the 
present pope personally—when he 
was just a simple cardinal. 


What He Looks Like 


; When I knew him (at the Na- 
' tional Press club) the cardinal was 
a thin, very tall (six feet and an 
inch or two) individual in the 
rather late prime of life, but still 
vigorous. 
He wore his clerical uniform and 
he looked well in it. 
He has a long. humorous face. 
I'd say he had a pleasant “grin,” 
if I weren't afraid that some good 
Catholic would interpret it as a dis- 
respectful reference. So help me!— 
I don’t intend it so. I’m only trying 
to describe him as friendly. 
I like the pope—and I’ve met 
him.
